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Appeal In Currîe Libel 
Suit Has Been Finally 
Dropped By Defendants

W. N. Tilley, K.C, Senior Counsel for Sir Arthur, Wires 
Newt to Col. Bovey Yesterday — Famous Case Now 
Passes Into History With All Statements, AU Charges 
of Port Hope "Guide" Disproved. 



Proceedings havo definitely and fln- 
Mly been dropped in Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie's now historical libel case, conies 
tho news from Toronto. W. X. Tilley, 
K.C., senior counsel for Sir Arthur 
Tvired down the news yesterday to Col. 
Bovey that the defendants have aban- 
doned their appeal against the judg- 
ment handed down by Chief Justice 
Hose of the Supreme Court of Ontario 
last April 

This means that the entire ease is 
now at an end, and that a case which 
lia* passed into the annals of Cana- 
dian history has resulted in a com- 
plete triumph for Sir Arthur, and an 
entire vindication of his conduct in the 
last few days of the war. The net re- 
sult of the case has thus resulted in 
a full absolution of all blame from the 
headquarters staff of waste of life un- 
necessarily at the end of the war. and 
a complete historical survey of what 
actually took place at that important 
time In the World history. 

Outstanding facts that were brought 
out at the trial were that all opera- 
tions of the Canadian Corps during 
that period were in accord with the 
instructions of Marshall Koch, who was 
manipulating the entire allied line to 
an overwhelming defeat of the Ger- 
mans, and that there was no actual 
fighting on the Monday and no casu- 
alties on the 11th itself. 

The Trial 

The 150,000 libel act on entered by 
Sir Arthur on April 16th last, under- 
went a two and half weeks' trial and 
resulted in a victory for Sir Arthur. 
The action was taken against F. tV. 
Wilson, owner and publisher of the 
Port Hope "Guide" and W. T. R Pres- 
ton, who wrote an article, published 
In the Guide, criticizing the conduct 
of the Canadian staff on Armistice 
Day, and making the charge that Sir 
Arthur and staff had deliberately sac- 
rificed the lives of Canadian soldiers, 
for their own glory, and in order that 
they might be able to say that the 
Canadians had fired the last shot in 
the War. 

This action, which was perhaps one 
of the most outstanding in the annals 
of Canadian courts, was opened before 
Mr . Justice Rose in the Supreme 
Court of Ontario. W. S. Tilley, K.Ç., 
of Toronto, was the senior counsel for 
Sir Arthur, the plaintiff; while F. 
Reegan, K. C, acted for the defendants 
Wilson and Preston. 

The hearing of the evidence lasted 
for over two Weeks, the presentation of 
this evidence varying from the ridicu- 
lous to the sublime. Over seventy wit- 
nesses wer«4heard. Two of those for 
the defence vi.uimed they saw two d<-;j<i 
bodies on Armistice Day. One example 
was given of a soldier who had bet n 
shot three minutes before J] a.m. and 
died a few minutes later. Many re- 
cords were produced and the m -iliodsr 
of defence's counsel in cross examin- 
ing the records were severely criti- 
cized by the Court. 

The Jury, after a three and a half 
hour deliberation rendered a verdict 
convicting Preston und yV'Dson of libel, 
and Justice Kose award,..) damages to 
the extent of f&O'), a»<] one of the most 
outstanding cases in tiie history of the 
Supreme fcourt of Ontario was brought 
to bu end.

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THE END OF THE CASE 

The most heartfelt congratulations arc due 
Sir Arthur Currie Cor his final escape from the 
ill-founded charges which ailminalcd in the libel 
suit of last April. A complete airinp of the 
facts could lead to only one result, and in the 
eyes of all Canada he was completely exonerated 
at the end of the trial which has now become 
history. 

Unfortunately there was a loner draggled tail 
of the case dragged out in the form of an appeal 
from the defendants. and it seemed as if a cloud 
would hover over the affair for some time until 
this matter could be settled. The news from To- 
ronto finally settles all these clouds, and the en- 
tire matter can now be laid to long rest. 

We cannot regret that the case was held. It 
gave a complete airing to statements that now 
can be seen to be utterly unfounded, and. if it did 
nothing else, served as an investigation of the 
last days of the war on the Canada front that is 
invaluable. But now that it is all past we can 
afford to let it sink into oblivion. The trial serv- 
ed its turn. It can now be forgotten.

see the Conservative side of the Collegiate education question- 
ed defended i;i the many papes modern magazines devote to 
the colleges. 

What does Professor (and Trustee) Mtmro have to offer? 
First lie liducnlcs the many innovations certain universities 
and colleges have put into their educational process. J'syChol- 
ogy devoted to solving the question of what the colleges can 
do for a student and the many attempts to define the pur- 
pose , college education are held up to view in their naked- 
ness. What he refers to as cine number two, "The Orient- 
ation Ointment." is what the freshman class has recently 
been subjected to in its Advice Week. Paragraphs arc de- 
voted to proposals such as have come from Ripori and Rollins 
to abolish the lecture system. Suggested reforms of educ- 
ational method coming 'from Wisconsin, Johns Hopkins, 
Michigan, Swarthmore, Clarcmont and Wabash are lumped 
together by Profcsor Munro and rejected with the state- 
ment, "All the newfangled ideas will never avail an in- 
stitution much."— The Dartmouth. 



COMPULSORY CHAPEL 

College lias been in session a full two weeks and each class 
lias already trodden at least three times the compulsory path 
to chapel. Little has changed. The undergraduate attitude 
is still one of a generally passive but complete indifference. 

In this futility to he dragged out for another year? It is 
useless to emphasize once again the ineffectiveness of the 
present system both from the standpoint of religion and of 
college unity. The fact that neither can flourish in an at- 
mosphere of indifference has been pointed out again and 
agam . 

A constructive remedy has been proposed with the backing 
of many influential members of the Administration, faculty 
and student body whereby daily voluntary chapel services of 
a strictly religious nature would be held and semi-monthly 
hour assemblies for all undergraduates for which speakers 
of national prominence and interest could be obtained. It is 
the sincere belief of the Daily Herald that this system 
would work a great improvement not only in the religious 
spirit of the University, but also in its traditional ompact 
unity.

University year count to the utmost 
the University or Porto Ulco reopened 
Its doors on Monday, Octoher 1st. 

The number nf students returning 
of tho 1200 enrolled before tho cyclone 
which (wo weeks ago wrought havoc 
on tho island Is unfortunately much 
diminished, it win not be possible to 
rive exact figures for several days; 
hut ninny have been forced to assume 
at i,nee financial responsibilities which 
In tho ordinary course of events would 
not have been Ihclrs fur scleral years 
lo tome. They have found their homes 
doçtPoycd, the family fortune ns re- 
presented In tobacco, crfer or grape- 
fruit literally blown nwny, and will bo 
driven lo seek whatever work they 
can find wherever they can find It. It 
Is feared that numbers of these will 
never be aide to lake up university 
étudies again because of the economic 
shadow Into which the island has been 
plunged. Vet, with all the difficulties 
and distress which such a nlluatlon 
Inevitably entails upon the island and 
tho Institution, the University of 
Porto Jtico for practical efficient 
sovyicc, at the point where that work 
was ititcmiptcd after seven o'clock 
classes on the morning of Thursday, 
September Litis, when the oncoming 
cyclone began to make itself heard 
and felt. 

The work of tho University has not 
been interrupted except on the side of 
Instruction at any tiino since then. 
Throughout the first harassing days 
of reconstruction, the University has 
served the island tirelessly and faith- 
fully in Innumerable ways. The first 
cable received in the .States reporting 
the cyclone, the first request for help 
for stricken thousands, went from the 
Chancellor of the University, fevery 
day the institution through its Col- 
lege of Home Economics has served 
the refugees, preparing food and 
clothing for the sick and starving. 
Cadets f-om the University K.O.T.C. 



have been on active guard duty over 
the Island. Volunteers ftotn f > 
and student body havr applied them- 
selves so effectively to tho work of 
salvaging rocordn, books, damaged 
equipment of nil kinds, that there wns

These who are acquainted with the 
work of the University of rorto p.ico 
predict for it a year of great use- 
fulness; and see in. the training' which 
It is' giving to the young men and wo- 
men "f the Hand the chief hope for 
Porto Rico's recovery from disaster. 
Damage Investigated 

Three mom hers of tho faculty of tho 
University of Porto Rico— Jose 0. 
Rosnrlo, Lewis Richardson, and Rafael 
C'ordero— made their wn^ on foot 
Friday, September 21st, over the 
cloggcfi qnd difficult trail from Caro- 
lina to Juncos to determine quanti- 
tatively the damage dono in that 
section. They Investigated the con- 
dition of 247 houses carefully In 
detail, and found that of this number 
143, or 57 per cent, were destroyed, 
CS, or 27 per cent, were unroofed; and 
38, or IB per cent, were uninjured. It 
Is Important to remember that thlH 
was not the worst hit section of the 
Inland: yet, if this proportion should 
hold good for the country districts as 
a whole, where there arc approximate- 
ly two hundred thousand dwellings, 
It would mean 114,000 homes destroy- 
ed; 64,000 unroofed; and only 32,000 
uninjured. 

As Mr. Rosario points out in his 
official report to Dr. Renner, Chancel- 
lor of the University, if these figures 
are multiplied by 5 — the approximate 
number living in each dwelling — we 
have an estimate of 570,000 of our 
country people homeless! 270,000 with 
unrooted homes leaving them exposed 
to the inclemencies of the weather, 
and 1*0,000 with homes injured. Mr. 
Rosario with other faculty members is i 
now pursuing a similar investigation 
in the striokcu Utuado district, ac- | 
cessible only on foot at present and 
it is feare«l that conditions there will 
be found still more serious. 



WILL SIMPLIFY THINGS 

Something new and startling has been occurring right 
under our eyes. One of the four organized classes of the 
university has been collecting i(s dues at the time its members 
purchased their student activity books. An admirable idea. 
The money is to be deposited in a local bank to draw in- 
terest for the four years this class is in college. This way 
of collecting, and means of adding to the total sum is 100 
per cent better thai: any other that lias ever been tried. Most 
every class that has graduated has had a hard time collect- 
ing for its debts and also, in soliciting for its class gift. 
With this new idea the university authorities could secure 
themselves, and also the new classes from financial dif- 
ficulties, by this simple assessment upon the entering class 
under the university's supervision. 

With an annual collection for each new class, prosperity 
for that class throughout its four years would be undoubtedly 
Sttcccs ful. Such a scheme, if it worked successfully, would 
set an example fur other Pacific coa^t college and univer- 
sity student bodies to follow.— The Trojan.

ART OF SELF-DEFENSr 

By Coach Vert Light in "All Sports») ^ 



Boxing is a game which every individual should know something 
about. It teaches one to keep out of fights, givos you that feeling of con- 
fiderJto which is so necessary in tho gamo of life. Practically every Uni- 
versity throughout America tndorsos the game; Tho Y.M.C.A. in Canada 
acknowledges boxing as part of their physical program. In Montroal the 
"Y" in past years has been adverse to tho art, in fact it is tho. first limo 
in tho history of tho Association that boxing has bean placed on their 
card of physical education. 

In commencing tho game, one must of course bo physically and ment- 
ally fit, tho former being of great importance. Floor calisthenics aro n 
great asset to kc«p and attain tho physical fitness so nocessnry to tho in- 
dividual learning boxing Not- only to tho novico aro theso exercises es- 
sential but practically every profeosional in tho gamo today ronchos the 
pink of his condition through the elements of these "floor caliothonics". 
Along with the daily half hour on tho road which your correspondent em- 
phasises as absolutely necessary, to not only tho novico but nil tho world's 
champions of today, road work is cortainly the most beneficial form of 
exercise, for it develops not only tho legs (which play a largo part in the 
game) but the stomach) and, most important of all, tho wind. 

The position for boxing, which so often causes awkartlnass to the 
novice, should always bo; left foot forward flat on the ground, right knee 
bent and with weight on the toes, evenly distributed on both logs, body 
slightly centred over to tho right, with left arm extondod, right hand act- 
ing as a guard just above tho position of heart. Now you are sot for tho 
different blows of the game. 

The most frequent blow (besides boing tho most important and effec- 
tive) used is a straight left to the head or body. Because of its advanced 
position, the left arm is a potent defensive and offensive weapon. The 
straight left is the most safest and effective blow in boxing, also tho 
swiftest; blow that can be delivered from the fundamental atance, because 
it has the shortest distance to travel, and with the left shoulder woll ad- 
vanced it is truly halfway there before it starts. 

The essential qualities of any punch are form, accuracy, speed and 
power, and most important of all, knowing "how to hit" — position of the 
hands, for so many just breaking into the game are continually spraining 
their thumbs, wrists, etc. which to a great extent can be certainly avoided 
by hitting properly and from the proper angle. 

Your correspondent advises this theory in teaching the exponent of 
the manly art, by simply imagming you are standing betweon two walls 
the width of your shoulders, leading now the- most important blow in the 
game, straight left, don't stick your elbows on the imaginary wall — keop 
them close to your body; greater distance and harder hitting power will 
be obtained. Using the same theory in hitting, you are now in boxing 
position with the wall at your back — don't bump your elbows on this 
imaginary wall, in other words "don't telegraph" that is, throw your arm 
back before you shoot it out. 

Position of the hand when hitting, a very important factor — The left 
lead er straight left — "knuckle* up", palm of the rjand down. The same 
applies for straight and right cross— the blow used mostly for terminating 
the bout, the "K.O." 

When delivering blows both left and right kuncklts should be facing 
out. and with the blow executed properly with bending of elbow, you strike 
with the same part of the clenched fist, the ''flat'' of the doted hand — 
uppercuts — with elbows close to your side — knuckles are now facing the 
ground. When either #eft or right blow it delivered (remember again the 
imaginary v/all at your back, don't telegraph) thus at termination of 
your uppercut positisn of fist should be so that your palm it facing you 
and knuckles out. 

Straight blows are undoubtedly the most effective in the manly art, 
chiefly because their accuracy in delivering straight from the shoulder, 
telegraph it of course far easier avoided than in using hook blows.
